‘ _ Londen, Juve 23. 

A White Paper has been issued contuining the Propozala of the 
Ministry of Transport with reference to the future organisation of 
the railways of Britain. It is suggested that the railways b> formed 
into five or six groups for England and Wales, and oae for Scotland, 
the groups baing determined on the basis of economy and the 
elimination of ca-npetition. Each groupisio be ander a Board of 
Management limited to twenty-one members, consisting of share- 
holders and efoployees and comprising both officials and manual 
workers. . 

Dealing with the question of finance, i it is proposed tbat the 
Government’s share of the surplus profiza be funded fordevelopment 
. purposes, while, with reference to rates, the Government doas not 
propose to give the Companies any financial guarantes but to sat 
up fisxible rates and machinery enabling appropriate charges to be 
levied. Permanent machinery is also proposed to deal with wages 
‘and workin conditions on the lines of the present Wages 
Boards.

The resolotions, were submitted 
to the two bodieshy Mr. M. Pitt.

Ac- 
cording to Pitt, the Philippines 
need the protection afforded by 
association witn the United States 
because it involves assurance of 
a permanent, stable government.
